ALBERTA CLAY IS 
DISCOVERED AID TO HEALTH 


Edmopton, July 27.—Semi-collodial 
clay deposits, unique among mineral 
finds, have been discovered in hid- 
den recesses of the Rocky Mountains 
near Jasper National Park. New York 
and German analyists declare sam- 
ples of this medicinal deposit contain 
unusual chanacteristics. Apparently 
no other similar clays exist in. the 
world. 

A prominent Canadian doctor made 
the discovery accidentally. Camped in 
the Rockies with some friends, the 
doctor found himself without his 
medicine kit when one of them was 
stricken with lumbago. A party of 
Indians informed him of this * won- 
derful clay used by them for ail- 
ments. ~ 

A.plaster of the raw clay was ap- 
plied to the sick friend’s back with 
effective results. The doctor staked 
the property and analysts have re- 
vealed the clay had almost uncanny 
curative properties and a rejuvena- 
tion effect on the human skin, bor- 
dering on the magical, it was stated.

CREAMERIES IN WEST 
o CANADA TO JOIN POOL 


Ottawa, Ont., July 25.—Plans are 
well advanced to have all the larger 
creameries of Western Canada join a 
pool to bonus the export of butter. 
The proposal is that every creamery 
in Western Canada ‘producing 50,000 
pounds or more of butter & year, pay 
one cent a ‘pound into a fund and this 
would be paid to exporters of butter 
to supplement the price recetved on 
the world market. . 

The price. of butter in the west now 
is about 20. cerits ‘a pound. There is 
a heavy?flow of butter into eastern 
Canada Which; because of the larger 
populations and the great amount of 
cheese manufactured, does not pro- 
duce equal to the domestic require- 
ments. This flow has held the price 
of butter in the east at 22% cents, 
the natural spread as compared with 
the 24-cent price in London.

Toronto, July 25.—The Toronto 
Globe Saturday published the follow- 
ing from Ottawa: 

“It is estimated that not less than 
250,000 Canadians who are in distress 
through lack of employment or fail- 
ure of their harvest will receive fin- 
ancial assistance from the Dominion 
or provincial- governments or muni- 
cipalities during the coming winter. 

“A survey'is being made of condi- 
tions in all the larger cities and 
towns and the estimate given above 
is based upon last winters’ experi- 
ence, and upon preliminary reports 
received by the Department of La- 
bor. ; 

“Something like 150,000 farmers in 
the southern portions of Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba and Alberta are vijr- 
tually destitute and will require work

There 
every Friday afternoon 
in the old exchange a judge and 
his secretary took their seats, at- 
tended by a crier and a servant 
dressed in a flame-colored coat -and 
holding a box of wax matches, each 
of which was supposed to burn for 
one minute. On being signalled, 
this man lit one of these tiny can- 
dies and the bidding began. At 
each bid the burning match was 
extinguished and a new little taper 
lighted, the property up for auction 
only being disposed of to a last bid- 
der when it burned ‘itself out before 
another bid had been made. 

It was in regard to the first 
mentioned way that Samuel Pepys, 
writing on November 1, 1659, says:

WARNING AGAINST 
OUTSIDE PEDDLERS 


Blenheim, Ont., nowarnelareie=a 
police court case in Hamilton recently 
shows, the foolishness of purchasing 
from some of the peddlers who travel 
from door to door with wares of all 
kinds. These. particular wandering 
merchants were selling what they 
represented to be “inlaid vulcanized 
linoleum” at 80c per square yard, and 
housewiyes were told that at this 
price it was; asremarkable. bargain. 
Experts called. in to testify when the 
case appeared in police court declared 
that the “linoleum” was poor grade 
material that was not worth half what 
was being charged for it. . Similarly 
a peddler who visited Blenheim re- 
cently sold a gadget to be affixed ‘to 
a water tap for the purpose of pre- 
venting splashing. For this article he 
asked thirty cents; yet it was on sale 
in at least one ‘local store for just 
half the price. The moral ig that 
people can deal with much more 
confidence with their local merchants 
than they can with these wandering 
salesmen, whose stories of low prices 
should be taken with a grain of salt. 
The merchant is here to stay; his 
business depends “upon the quality: of 
his goods. and the reasonableness ‘of 
his: prices.

The Beauharnois enquiry has passed 
by like a bad thunder storm. The 
last public session has been held, and 
it remains for the Committee to re 
view the field, estimate the damages 
and gather up the pieces. Until the 
Committee has made a complete 
summary of its findings and present- 
ed it to Parliament for concurrence, 
we can only review the salient points 
and make guesses at the Committee’s 
report. 

Startling as the revelation of the 
Beauharnois Corporation, and sordid 
as some of its transactions have been, 
I regard it as a fair cross-section of 
modern big business as carried on 
under our competitive system, It is 
true that the public conscience reacts 
when publicity is given to transac- 
tions such as have characterized the 
Beauharnonis enquiry, but that is but 
to repeat what has been done on num- 
erous occasions before, both in this 
and other countries when similar re- 
velations have been made, and noth- 
ing fundamentally constructive is 
ever done, although there must be a 
general and deep conviction that all 
large corporations have come into 
being and conducted themselves in 
the same fashion as that of the Beau- 
harnois. The story of our large rail- 
way corporations or our cement mer- 
gers, etc., if told in detail before a 
Court of Enquiry, in general would be 
the same.

SEVENTH FORTNIGHTLY - 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Province of Alberta, Hd- 
monton, July 25th, 1931). 


Excellent crop conditions prevail 
in the north central and northern 
parts of the Provice. In’the south- 
western area rain is needed: All grain 
crops are in a satisfactory condition 
in the district from Calgary to Mac- 
leodd. Continued drought has re- 
resulted in almost a total failure —of 
wheat seeded on spring plowing’ in 
the south-eastern part of the Province 
Crops sown on summerfallow in this 
area are also light. Ninety per cent 
of the wheat is in head and early var- 
ieties are already coloring. 

The Peace River district has re- 
cently received much needed mois- 
ture and there is a prospect of good 
yields over a considerable part of the 
area, Cutworms and lack of early 
moisture will reduce the crops in 
some sections. The hay crop will be 
short. 

The hot weather of the past few 
days is forcing rapid growth and has 
done much to hasten maturity in the 
area east and west of Edmonton 
where growth is rank and ripening 
somewhat later than usual. Farther 
south where wind damage was seri- 


‘ous in the early part of the season 


stands are thin but making excellent 
progress as a result of heavy rains. 
East of Drumheller the feed situation 
has improved considerably but grain 
yields will be light. 


The irrigated districts report con- 
ditions as fairly satisfactory. Such 
crops as alfalfa, sugar beets, potatoes 
and beans are making excellent pro- 
gress. 

- Several small areas have suffered 
hail damage, but loss from this cause 
has not been serious. 

A grasshopper outbreak occurred in 
the district north of Lethbridge, but 
control measures prevented’ serious 
damage.

Corporation Bill 


A copy of Hansard cliched. on™” 
July 17th, gives a verbatim report 
of the address in the Housé of Com- 
mons by the member for Wetaskiwin 
on the’bill' to incorporate service loan 
and finance ccrporation. The report 
reads: 

Mr. William Irvine (Wetaskiwin) : 
Mr. Speaker, when this matter was 
first referred to by the’ hon. member 
for West York (Mr. Lawson) I ‘took 
exception, and I desire to take a few 
minutes to show why I think this 
matter should not be again referred 
to the select standing committee on 
banking and commerce. As hon. mem- 
bers know this is a Senate bill which 
was passed and - forwarded to the 
House of Commons. When bills come 
from the Senate perhans hon. mem- 
bers in this house do not give to them 
as careful thought as is given to bills 
originating in this house, the usual 
practice being to send such bills to; 
the committee for consideration. Hon. 
members probably have not read this 
bill very closely, and perhaps are un- 
gwware of the nature of the legislation. 
I will refer to one or two clauses to 
which objection was taken by the 
committee, and my contention is that 
no matter what explanation is given 
by the hon. member for West York, 
it is quite unlikely. that a further ref- 
erence to the committee will accomp- 
lish any definite result.

’ (i) lend money secured by assign- 


| ment of choses-in-action, chattel mort- 


gages or such other evidence of in- 
debtedness as the company may re- 
quire, and charge interest thereon at 
the rate of not more than seven per 
centum per annum, and may on all 
loans deduct the interest in advance 
and provide for repayments in week- 
ly, monthly or other uniform repay- 
ments: Provided that the borrower 
shall have the right to repay the loan 
at any time before the due date, and, 
on such repayment being made, to 
receive a”“refund of such portion of 
the interest. paid in advance as has 
not been earned, except a sum equal 
to the interest for three months, 

The following is the most objec- 
tionable paragraph: 

(ii) charge, in addition to interest 
as aforesaid, for all expenses which 
have been necessarily and -in ‘good 
faith incurred by the company ‘in 
making or renewing a loan authoriz- 
ed by the next preceding sub-para- 
graph (i), including all expenses for 
inquiry and investigation into the 
character and circumstances of the 
borrower, his endorsers, co-makers or 
sureies, for taxes, correspondence 
and professional advice, and for all 


necessary documents and papers, two 


per centum upon the principal sum 
loaned. ; 
The powers given to the company 
to make extra charges in this connec- 
tion are almost unlimited. We can- 
not even imagine the extent to which 
the company ‘may go in this respect. 
These were the chief objections ‘to 
the bill. The committee believed that 
greater powers than should be grant- 
ed to any company were provided for 
in this legislation, and they objected 
to the setting -aside of the Money 
Lenders Act, the Loan Companies 
Act and the Interest Act merely to 
give this company special power. 
Further, it was pointed out by the 
Superintnedent of Insurance that this

The House of Commons, 
however, by rejecting this measure, 
will not be regarded as being remiss 
in its duty to protect the public in- 
terest, and if a provincial govern- 
ment “wishes to grant a license to car- 
ry on a business: of that sort, ane is 


‘| its. concern.. 


‘It. may be pointed out further that 
the bill glves this particular company 
power to lend money to a class of 
people in Canada who would not be 
able to borrow from the banks or 
from other money lending institu- 
tions. The contention is that people 
of that class have very little or no 
credit, at least not sufficient for the 
banks to recognize them. It was ar- 
gued by those supporting the bill that 
if it wera not passed we would be 
doing an injustice to that particular 
class. .The answer to that will be ap- 
parent to everyone, There is a class 
of people who, it is alleged, have no 
credit with the banks: Therefore, in 
all fairness, that class of people, if 
they borrow, should receive a lower 
rate of, interest than any other class. 
But by this bill we are providing leg- 
islation which will permit the com- 
pany to charge them at least 17 per 
cent. To ask the poorest class in the 
community, with practically no credit 
at the banks, if they are forced by 
circumstances to secure a loan from 
this company, to pay 17 per cent is, I 
submit, not helping that class at all. 
That is usury of the very’ worst 
kind, and if parliament cannot do 
anything ‘better for that class than 
pass legislation of such a character, 
we had better not legislate at all. 

Moreover, I do not think it is good 
business, especially at this stage of 
the session, to duplicate our work. 
In the banking and commerce com- 


mittee, we considered this bill to the 
‘best of our ability, and it was defeat- 


ed in that committee. I cannot see 
any reason why an exception should 


‘be made of this bill by sending it 


back for the reconsideration of the 
Select standing committee on banking 
and commerce. 


TEN MILLION WOMEN 
‘SPEED FARM WORK 
IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


For centuries Russian women have 
been accustomed to hard physical ta- 
bors, and now the Soviet government 
has started a>campaign to increase 


the female workers on collective |' 
farms of the land, says a Moscow des-|- 


patch. 

By putting more women to work on 
the farms it is hoped that the five- 
year plan may be speeded up. Here- 
tofore shortage of skilled and un- 
skilled labor has impeded the plan, 
somewhat endangering the possibil- 
ity that all its phases wil be com- 
pletely on schedule. 

Already, it is stated, there are some 
10,000,000 women employed on these 
farms throughout the Soviet Union. 
By increasing this number the gov- 
ernment expects to release more men 
to mect the huge increasing demands 
for them in heavy industries, where 


womens’ strength is insufficient.
